The Hempstead County Democratic 


Central Committee, meeting at Hope 
cily hall Friday afternoon, passed a 
resolution requesting the Slate Demo- 
cratic Committee to nominate Judge 
A. P. Steel of Ashdown as tho Demo- 
cralic nominee for chancellor of this 
district. The resolution was unani- 
mously passed. 


The office of chancellor judge was 


left vacant by the death several months 
ago of Judge Pratt P. Bacon of Tcx- 
arkana. Governor Carl E. Bailey ap- 
pointed Judge Steel, former circuit 
judge of the ninth district, to servo in 
Judge Bacon's place until the office 
could bo filled by an election. 


The resolution said that it was im- 


practical to hold a special primary to 
nominate a candidate to run in the 
general election because the demo- 
cratic party docs not have sufficient 
funds. 


Another reason, the resolution point- 


ed out, was that the expense of a can- 
didate or candidates would be exces- 
sive und unreasonable, nrid" third, in 
view of the probability of a general 
election being called in September 
there would not be sufficient time to 
hold a special primary. 


While there was no official action 


taken by Ihc commiUec on Ihe nomi- 
nation of Governor Carl E. Bailey lo 
fill Ihc Uniled States senate seat left 
vacant by the death of Joseph T. Rob- 
inson, it was the concensus of opinion 
that the Hempstead commitlec favor- 
ed the nomination of Governor Bailey 
by the State Democratic Committee.

» MEMPIHS, Tenn.—More than 500 
motorists in Memphis, have been serv- 
ed by the Tennessee department of fi- 
nance and laxalion with bills for laxes 
nol paid on gasoline purchased from 
lax evaders. 


For 
some lime, the 
department 


found, a gasoline dealer had been op- 
crating in Arkansas just across the 
stale line, delivering gasoline tax-free 
to Memphis motorists in five and ten 
gallon lots. The Tennessee stale tax 
is 7c per gallon, highest in the coun- 
try and almost twice as high as the 
average stale lax throughout the coun- 
try. On a ten-gallon purchase, a mo- 
torist would save 70c. 


Following extensive gasoline tax 


fra uds in the state, Tennessee amend- 
ed its law to extend the tax liability 
to include "every person" involved in 
the evasion of gasoline taxes. The de- 
partment of finance and taxation ob- 
tained a list of customers served by 
the Arkansas gasoline bootlegger and 
is now pressing the motorists for the 
evaded laxcs, said to aggregate more 
than $9,000.

Policy Toward Japan 


and China 


WASHINGTON—(VP)—Senator Lewis, 


democrat of Illinois, said Saturday that 
the United States could be at war- with 
China or Japan, or both, "within an 
hour" if it complied with demands for 
immediate enforcement of. the neu- 
trality law. 


Discussing the administration's pol- 


icy with regard to the Asiatic crisis, 
Lewis lold the senate:

United States enforce its neutrality 
law at once, fail to see the moment we 
announce either one of the nations 
as an aggressor and declare both as 
being at war.

or both, as bringing supplies to the 
enemy."

tation is absent. 


In addition to the control of the diet 


some patients may be so severely sic! 
that it is necessary to put them to bed 
and to feed them by the use of a tube 
[n these cases doctors sometimes ad- 
minister liver extracts through tin 
tube, since the liver is not only nutri 
tious but helps to overcome the anemia 
and provide additional vitamins. 


Since the skin is sensitive, it is nee 


essary to prevent bed sores and sec 
oridary infections. Because of the in 
flammation in the mouth, it is ncces 
sary to keep the mouth clean and t 
provide suitable washes and lotions t 
control the irritation. 


If chemical studies show that th 


gastric juice contains an insufficien 
amount of hydrochloric acid, the doc 
tor is likely to recommend additiona 
hydrochloric acid for such patients.
